bellio n. 
He also wo re a plain steel- 
sh eath ed swo rd. 
He was very uno s­ 
tentatio us 
in 
h is 
appearance, ami 
presented a marked co ntrast to th e 
brilliant unifo rms and elabo rate display 
•Of go ld lace an» l embro idery by wh ich 
h e was surro unded, as wo rn by th e fo r­ 
eign ministers and secretaries o f lega­ 
tio ns. 
Ho o pened th e ball with Mrs, Grant, 
wh o wo re a crimso n velvet dress, with 
a lo ng train, lo w* neck and sh o rt slo eves, 
trimmed with wh ite satin aud po int 
lace. He also danced with Mrs. Th o rn­ 
to n, th e wife o f th e British Minister, 
wh o wo re a lo w-necked dress o f wh ite 
silk, with lo ng train, and au o verskirt 
o f ligh t blue silk, trimmed with wh ite 
po int lace. 
He waltzed with Mrs. Le 
¿Strange, o f th e British Legatio n, a 
ch arming branetto , wh o was dressed 
in wh ite muslin trimmed with wh ite 
satin. 
It was said th e next day th at so me o f 
th e y o ung army o fficers to o k h im after 
th e ball to see th e sigh ts o f “Wash ing­ 
to n by gasligh t.” 
Ch arles Sumner first visited Wash ­ 
ingto n early in 1834, and was in at­ 
tendance at th e Federal metro po lis fo r 
a mo nth . 
Th e names o f so me o f th o se 
wh o th en figured in debates at th e 
Capito l h ave co me do wn to us as h aving 
filled impo rtant places in o ur public 
h isto ry . 
Th e impassio ned, fascinating 
elo quence o f Clay, th e clo se reaso ning 
o f Calh o un, th e po ndero us arguments 
o f Webster, th e mellifluo us sentences 
o f Presto n, and th e pro fo und mental 
po wers o f Silas Wrigh t made a stro ng 
impressio n 
upo n 
th e 
y o ung 
law 
student. 
But h e was no t favo rably im­ 
pressed by wh at h e saw o f po litical 
life. 
Writing to h is fath er just prio r to 
h is departure fo r Bo sto n, h e said: 
“Calh o un h as given no tico to -day th at 
lie will speak to -mo rro w o il Mr. Web­ 
ster's bank bill. 
I sh all pro bably h ear 
h im, and h e will be th e last man I 
sh all ever h o ar speak in Wash ingto n. 
I pro bably sh all 
never co me h ere 
again. 
I h ave little o r no desire to 
co me again in any capacity . 
No th ing 
th at I h ave seen o f po litics h as made 
me lo o k upo n th em with any feeling 
o th er th an lo ath ing. 
Th e mo re I see 
o f th em th e mo re I lo ve law, wh ich , I 
feel, will give me an h o no rable li\ 
h o o d.” 
One o f th e first duels fo ugh t at 
Wash ingto n was th e resvlfc o f an angry 
discussio n in th e Ho use o f Representa­ 
tives between Mr. Gardiner, a dash ing 
y o ung Federalist o f 
th e 
Hamilto n 
sch o o l, and Mr. Campbell, a Demo ­ 
crat. 
A ch allenge ensued, and th e 
o nly magistrate at th e Natio nal Capital 
at th at time was Samuel Harriso n 
Smith , th en th e y o ung edito r o f th e 
Ra tio n a l In tellig en cer. 
He was called 
o n to arrest th e belligerents, and h e 
pro mptly repaired to th e bo arding­ 
h o use, kept by th ree kind-h earted o ld 
maids, th e Misses Finegan, wh ere Gar­ 
diner messed. 
Th e mess received Mr. 
Smith very po litely , and so me o f th e 
members to ld h im th at th ey wo uld, 
with great pleasure, give bail fo r th e 
peaceful co nduct o f Gardiner with in 
th e limits o f th e district. 
Mr. Smith , 
h o wever, insisted th at h e must bind 
Gardiner o ver to keep th e peace with in 
th e United S ta te s/ Th ey said th ey 
wo uld co nvince h im th at h is jurisdic­ 
tio n did no t extend bey o nd th e District 
o f Co lumbia; and o f all earth ly th ings 
th e learned ami lo ng argument was 
mo st to Mr. Smith s taste. 
Ho went 
fo r h is auth o rities, and, bringing in h is 
bo o ks, prepared fo r a set-to in go o d 
earnest. 
Mr. Bay ard, o f Delaware, 
underto o k to reaso n Mr. Smith o ut o f 
liis premises, and 
spo ke 
at great 
length . 
Meanwh ile Mr. Gardiner aud 
h is seco nd slipped o ut, to o k a carriage, 
went to th e designated gro und, fo ugh t 
th e duel, in wh ich Mr. Gardiner was 
wo unded, and returned to th e h o use, 
wh ere th ey fo und Messrs. Bay ard and 
Smith still busily engaged in th e case. 
Mr. Smith ackno wledged th at h e h ad 
been fo iled, and paid fo r a bo wl o f 
punch . 
Rich ard Hawes, a lawy er o f very 
h andso me talents, made h is appearance 
in th e Ho use o f Representatives as a 
Representative fro m Kentucky at th e 
o pening o f th e extra sessio n o f 18 37 , 
and remained a silent member until 
th e mo nth o f June, 
1838. 
As th e 
sessio n was rapidly drawing to a clo se, 
Mr. 
Hawes, wh o po ssessed all th e 
mo desty th at belo ngs to genius, real­ 
ized much embarrassment with refer- 
wish ed 


Legare’s, and wh ile th at gentleman 
was speaking th e entire delegatio n 
fro m Kentucky clo sed aro und h im. 
Wh en Mr. Lcgare sat do wn Mr. Hawes 
to o k th e flo o r. 
At th at mo ment th e 
cro wd began to disperse, and th e Ken­ 
tucky delegatio n mo ved o ff, leaving 
vacant seats fo r Mr. Hawes to address. 
He spo ke but a mo ment o r two befo re 
h e began to falter and to re »1, and 
h e th en fell senseless o n h is desk. 
He 
was instantly remo ved, medical aid was 
called, and by timely interpo sitio n h e 
was resto red. 
He never attempted to 
speak again, and declined a re-electio n 
at th e do se o f h is term.

“Wh at was th e clo sest place yo u were 
ever in, in y o nr fro ntier experience?” 
was th e co nundrum flred at Capt. Jack 
Crawfo rd, “Th e Po et Sco ut.” 
Th e sco ut ran h is fingers th ro ugh h is 
lo ng h air, reflected a few mo ments and 
replied: 
“Well, TO tell yo u, but y o u mustn’t 
give it away in print. 
It o ccurred in 
18 8 0 wh en Gero nimo was o n th e war­ 
path with h is murdero us Apach es. 
I 
was o ut deer h unting near a range o f 
mo untains west o f my h o me, and abo ut 
no o n unsaddled my h o rse o n a mesa, o r 
piece o f h igh table land, and after 
picketing th e animal o ut in th e grass 
sat do wn to eat so me co ld lunch fro m 
my saddle po cket. 
After finish ing th e 
lunch , I co ncluded to let th e h o rse 
graze fo r a wh ile, and leisurely stro lled 
o ut o n a lo ng arm o f th e mesa, th e sides 
o f wh ich were very precipito us—a so rt 
o f perpendicular wall extending fo r 
fully 5(K) feet to th e plain belo w.

“I o bserved th at th e Indians were 
h o lding a discussio n amo ng th emselves, 
and so o n saw th em drawing lo ts.

disco vered th at I was entirely unarmed, 
and were drawing lo ts to see wh ich o ne 
sh o uld advance and dispatch me with a 
knife. 
Th e lo t fell o n a stalwart war­ 
rio r with a h ideo usly painted face, and 
with a lo ng knife in h is h and h e ad­ 
vanced to ward me. 
“If ever man made go o d time in reel­ 
ing o ff a pray er, I did just th en.

th ink I must h ave bo at th e reco rd by 
several po ints. 
I th o ugh t I knew th at I 
must die, but just wh en I was abo ut to 
give up in despair a co ld calmness came 
o ver me, and I reso lved th at th e fiend 
sh o uld no t murder me with o ut a strug­ 
gle. 
Wh en lie go t near mo I sprang 
upo n h im with th e fero city o f a tiger, 
and we were so o n engaged in a des­ 
perate h and-to -h and struggle.

savage band sto o d quietly enjo y ing th e 
spo rt, fo r th ey knew I h ad no weapo n.

Jo h n Adams to Jlis Wife. 
Jo h n Adams, in o ne o f h is letters to 
h is wife, made th ese remarks co ncern­ 
ing wo man’s larger destiny and duties: 
“ Yo ur mo llier h ad a clear and pene­ 
trating understanding and a pro fo und 
judgment, as well as an h o nest, a 
friendly , and a ch aritable h eart. Th ere 
is o ne "th ing, h o wever, wh ich y o u will 
fo rgive me if I h int it to yo u. 
Let mo 
ask y o u rath er if y o u are no t o f my 
o pinio n? 
Were no t h er talents and 
virtues to o much co nfined to private, 
so cial, and do mestic^ life? 
My o pinio n 
o f th e duties o f religio n and mo rality 
co mpreh ends a very extensive co nnec­ 
tio n with so ciety at large ami th e great 
interests o f th e public. 
Do es no t 
natural mo rality 
and, much 
mo re, 
Ch ristian benevo lence, make it o ur in­ 
endeavo r to serve 
to th e utmo st o f 
o ur po wer, iu pro mo ting and suppo rt­ 
ing th o se great po litical sy stems and 
general regulato rs upo n wh ich th e 
h appiness o f multitudes depends? Th e 
benevo lenc >, ch arity , capacity , and in­ 
dustry , wh ich , exerted in private life, 
wo uld make a family, a parish , o r a 
to wn h appy , emplo y ed upo n a larger 
scale and in suppo rt o f th e great prin­ 
ciples o f virtue and freedo m o f po litical 
regulatio ns, migh t secure wh o le na­ 
tio ns and generatio ns fro m misery , 
want, and co ntempt.”

On e table in Alvan Clark’s manu­ 
facto ry , at Cambridge, was th e finish ed 
Tulko va lens, 
wh ich 
weigh ed 450

fo ur-wh eel h and truck, and lifted into 
th e tube by five men, and fixed by re ­ 
vo lving it" in th e screw fitting. 
Th e 
tube was fo rty-five 
feet lo ng, and 
weigh ed, with th o attending fittings, 
abo ut seven to ns. 
Two piles o f brick­ 
wo rk suppo rted th e wh o le. 
Th ere was 
no clo ck-wo rk 
mo vement, 
and th e 
ro ugh est apparatus was emplo y ed; th o 
telesco pe was raised, and mo ved by a 
guide ro pe, th e mo tio n o f an equato rial 
mo vement bo ing imitated by using a 
co mmo n windlass. 
As th e mo tio n o f 
th o earth caused th e o bject to pass 
acro ss th e field o f th e telesco pe th e o b­ 
server gave th e o rder “fo llo w,” wh en a 
sligh t turn o f th o windlass kept th o 
o bject in view. 
Such wo re th e ro ugh 
appliances used to test th is 
$(iOJHH) 
lens. 
Th e planets h ad all set, and I h ad to 
be satisfied with a view o f a fixed star, 
wh ich is an excellent o bje *t fo r testing 
th e o ptical pro perties o f lens, but very 
uninteresting o th erwise, as th e largest 
telesco pe can make little impressio n 011 
i fixed star ; 110 disk can be seen, merely 
% speck o f ligh t. 
Th e star selected 
was a small o ne, and barely visible as 
i pale, minute o bject. 
On lo o king at 
it with th is magnificent instrument its 
wo nderful ligh t-gath ering po wers were 
it o nce evident, fo r th e star sh o ne with 
th e luster and brilliancy o f an o lectrie 
ligh t 
It was an o bject wh ich bro ugh t 
o ut all th e imperfectio ns o f th e glass, 
and to th e eves o f Mr. Clark and h is 
■io ns many were evident, and, it was 
« aid, two mo nth s’ wo rk was necessary 
to co rrect th em. 
During th o trial th e 
lens was lo wered and five men ro vo lyed 
th o glass in its fitting. 
On its l>eing 
placed in po sitio n again o ne o f th e 
so ns was abo ut to make ano th er test, 
wh en th e o ld man sh o uted: 
“Wait, 
bo ys, let h er co o l.” 
I was curio us to kno w wh at th is 
co uld mean, and Alvan Clark explained 
th at th e co rrectio n was so delicate th at 
th e h eat fro m th e h ands o f th e five 
men h o lding th o metal case o f th e o b­ 
ject wo uld ch ange th e co rrectio n, so it 
h ad to “co o l.”— Exch a n g e.

o r, in o th er wo rds, th at th ey h ave o ften 
selected wo rds o r savings W’h io h are no t 
by any means co mmo n. 
Th o se wh o h ave do vo ted attentio n to 
th e po iligree o f familiar terms will 
scarcely dispute th e abo ve assertio n; 
fo r th e ph ilo so ph ical antiquary will 
o ften in vain co nsult th o dictio naries in 
questio n co ncerning th e o rigin o f such 
expressio ns, f»>r instauco , as “to cut and 
run,” “to take h im do wn a peg,” “to 
set th o Th ames o n fire,” o r th e like.

Rich ’s th eater do sed th at 
evening, Mr. Quin called to geth er all 
th e “supers” and o th er inferio r stage 
h ands. 
Giving each a largo piece o f 
ch alk h o desired th em to go th ro ugh 
all th e prints pal streets o f Lo ndo n and 
write in very legible ch aracters o n th o 
“sitlewalks” th o wo rd “Queer.” 
On th o 
fo llo wing mo rning, o f co urse, peo ple 
wero amazed, and th o expressio n was 
literally in every o ne’s mo uth . 
Kno ts 
o f perso ns gath ered h ere and th ere to 
discuss th e matter, and Quin wo n th e 
w ager, leaving us a legacy in th e sh ape

He was never known to utter an 
oath. 
His home was a t 4,9 02 Dearborn 
street, Chicago. 
The fireman, Orth was also 
a resident of Chicago. 
He was 20 y ears of 
age and loaves a wife. 
At tho coroner’s investigation it was shown 
thnt two telegraph poles had been ly ing in 
tho ditch alongside and about ten feet from 
the track for some months. 
They were of 
tho larger-sized polos, being forty feef long 
and twenty -inches in diameter at the larger 
end. 
One of these had evidently been placed 
upon i ho track by some wretch or wretches, 
with the purpose of wrecking the passenger 
train duo a few minutes later, and known as 
No. fi, J ohn Arzuor being conductor and Eli 
Hodder engineer, in which case tho loss of 
life would surely have been appalling.

Spoke 
T h eir P ie c e s for a M od erate Sum . 
In the early day s of the platform tho 
most distinguished lecturers seldom re­ 
ceived more than $ 50 a lecture, exclusive 
of expenses, and they usually visitai large 
towns within a g iven territory . 
They 
traveled with comfort; put up at gcxxl 
inns, when they did not accept private 
hospitality , ami were generously treated 
in every respect. 
But, as time went on. 
and the business increased, their field ex­ 
panded, and great fatigue and hardship 
had to lie incurred. 
Prices were much 
higher; but they were hardly in propor­ 
tion to the augumented lalxu* and trials. 
Lecturers were expected to journey far 
bey ond the Mississippi into wild regions, 
where accommodations of every sort 
were of the scantiest and poorest. 
As 
they had to make close connections, and 
as the most active season was in winter, 
early rising and dressing in cold rooms, 
waiting at comfortless railway stations, 
and stay ing at miserable taverns, com­ 
bined with uninterrupted hard work, irre­ 
gular meals and severe nervous strain, 
vviis such a draft 
011 strength and health 
that few constitutions could endure it. 
Many lecturers were obliged to relinquish 
their calling altogether, more to coniine 
their engagements to a limited area, while 
not a few were so broken down that they 
never recovered. 
Those who had Ixvn 
long in the field say that there is no toil 
equal to it, that it is the most arduous 
way of earning money with which they 
have any acquaintance. 
Dr. Holmes, still spontaneous and bril­ 
liant in his 79th y ear, was a favorite iec- 
turer before the war, but found the strain 
and drain on his nervous sy stem al­ 
together too great for 
his healthful 
though delicate organization. 
He knew 
that if he did not g ive up lecturing it 
would give him up; consequently , for a 
quarter of a century he has refused to bo 
again l>eguiled into the field by the most 
flattering offers. 
He owes his longevity 
to his extrem e care of himself in every 
way . 
He enjoy s life so keenly that he is 
unwilling to surrender any particle of it 
which he can retain by the exercise of 
constant vigilance. 
I)r. J . O. Holland had a superb consti­ 
tution and exceptional health, which 
failed suddenly , and during his last y ears 
lie suffered much. 
He alway s ascribed 
his break down to the exhaustive toil of 
itinerant lecturing. 
Bay ard Tay lor, who had a fine phy ­ 
sique, so spent his early force by a long 
period of lecturing that he passed away 
in comparative y outh, when his pros­ 
pects were brightest and his reputation 
was steadily rising. 
J ohn B. Gough, though he lived to a 
good age, would doubtless have lived 
much longer had he retired from the ro s­ 
trum. 
He had had r e late d warnings, 
but lie did not heed them, 
lie paid the 
penalty of wronging nature and disre­ 
garding prudential considerations. 
H en ry W ard Beech er would probably 
h ave been alive today but for h is fwrsist- 
en cy in lecturin g. 
No m an h as h ad a 
m ore vigorous Ix x ly , w ith m ore aboun d­ 
ing h ealth ; but h e would m ake lon g arid

Tho receipts and shipments by rail, 
river, and ocean to-day, far exceed thoso 
flush days of this city, but wo get a far 
smaller profit from thom— a profit un­ 
fortunately growing less each year— 
and we are allowing a great deal of 
business to pass through the city with­ 
out paying any tribute to it.” 


I). T. L ittl e r of tho Pacific R ail­ 
roads Investigating Commission goes 
into a Western white-heat of 
anger 
whenever mention is made to him of 
the charge that tho Railroad Commis­ 
sion has been banqueting, wining, and 
dining extravagantly at the public ex­ 
pense. 
Talking about tho matter re­ 
cently, ho said: 
“ On our Western trip 
the only liqucr that I know anything 
about w as a bottle of whisky that I 
bought in Chicago, boforo I started, 
and put in my satchel, and a pint flask 
that was bought a long time afterward. 
The Commission bought no liquors or 
wines, they smoked their own cigars, 
and they accepted no wines from any 
one. 
W hile on the Central Pacific 
road, where, by tho way, wo paid our 
own fare, two or three lunches were 
given us by the Central Pacific officials, 
at which some fruit and California 
claret were served, tho whole of which, 
for ail tho lunches, could not have cost 
above $10. 
The Commission lias been 
so judicious and careful in its expendi­ 
tures tlrnt it w ill be able to pay all its 
expenses, including tho printing of its 
report and the evidence taken, and 
then return a handsome balance into 
tlie Treasury cut of the $100,000 ap­ 
propriated for its purpose.” 


T he returns of the foreign trade of 
Great Britain for the last calendar year, 
with comparisons extending back as far 
as 1882, have been officially published. 
The value of imports was £.‘349,000,472, 
which was some £29,Uu0,(K)0 less than 
for the previous year, and loss in a still 
larger amount than for any of tlie other 
throe years embraced in ¡lie compari­ 
son. 
in 
1883 the value of imports 
reached the large sum of T 120,891,570, 
or upward of £87,000,000 more than for 
last year. 
The value in 1883 was equal 
to about $2,10 
R 0,0 10, which was 
a 
third more than the sum of our imports 
and ex per Ik. 
The decrease last year 
from 
I8s3, 
about $-135,000,000, 
was 
equal to more than one-half of the total 
value of our exports in the year when 
they reached th* highest point. 
The 
total value of British exports last year 
was (.-208,007,017. 
This, like the value 
of imports Mas less than in any one of 
the four preceding years. 
The largest 
total in the table is .£*303,600,71*4 in 
lsS2. 
That year the imports exceeded 
the exports by more than £100,000,000, 
or $530,000,000. 
Last year the excess 
of imports was about 
$405,000,000, 
These 
"adverse 
balances,” as com­ 
mercial writers on both sides of the A t­ 
lantic still persists in calling them, are 
something 
prodigious. 
S till 
Great 
Britain survives.

A writer in the London 
Gra p h ic 
thus describes hunting with the cheetah 
in India: The leopard is brought out 
in a bullock -cart, with a k ind of mask 
that covers its ey es. 
A chain also is 
slipped round its loins. 
It is quite 
tame, k nowing its k eeper, and antici­ 
pating the sport. 
The cart drives 
along, accompanied by the sportsmen, 
to a spot which the herd of antelopes 
will presently cross in their course. 
The does all go first; the black buck — 
the pride of 
the flock —invariably 
brings up the rear. 
The motive is 
ascribed to jealousy and a desire to 
k eep his females all under his ey e. 
Whatever the motive, the position is 
fatal to him. 
At the proper moment 
the hood is slipped off the cheetahs 
head and his prey is shown him. 
Un­ 
lik e the dog, he seems to hunt by sight 
and not by scent. 
He look s k eenly 
about him for one moment and then 
drops off the cart, generally at the off 
side, using it for cover as long as he 
can. 
If there are trees, or any rising 
ground, he is quick to tak e advantage 
•of them, and then mak es his burst upon 
his quarry . 
He 
almost 
invariably 
chooses the buck , and he runs him 
down by sheer ileetness. 
This is the 
meaning of those dog-lik e claws and 
the great length of limb that mak es 
.him look almost out of proportion in 
the lion-house at the llogent’s Park , 
where all the other cat-lik e c reatures— 
tigers, leopards, jaguars, pumas, and 
lions—are short-legged and crouching. 
The speed is scarcely to bo credited; 
there is no English grey hound that can 
run down a doe antelope. 
But it is 
sorry sport at best—if, indeed, it can 
be called sport at all. 
The cheetah 
springs on the neck of the buck , 
strangles it, and laps up its blood. The 
huntsman comes up, cuts the throat of 
the antelope, and, letting the blood 
flow into a wooden cup, gives it to the 
cheetah, watching his time when the 
creature is gorged to slip the hood over 
his ey es and lead him back to the cart. 
The natives give their account of the 
animal much more picturesquely , and 
the native accounts ¡ire still to be found 
in the natural history book s. In a wild 
state the cheetah feeds only every three 
day s, gorging itself on these occasions, 
and ly ing comatose during the inter­ 
vals. 
Our specimen at the zoological 
gardens is pretty active all day , and 
falls in with the regulation hours as to 
food with great docility , and even with 
zest. 
In their pursuit of prey thev are 
social, and in that way differ lrom most 
of the other carnivora. 
Two or three 
of them will meet at night, and go forth 
on their hunting expeditions in compa­ 
ny . 
It is by ascertaining their places 
of try st that the natives are able to 
capture them. 
It is very often by the 
trunk of a tree, which is found all 
scratched and bark ed by their claws. 
Nooses and meshes are driven into the 
ground. 
The leopards come bounding 
over the grass, and are soon caught. A 
blank et is flung over the head, and the 
creature is tied and carried off. 
One 
of the favorite theories of the natives, 
which is repeated over and over again 
in the book s, is that when tho trained 
leopard misses his strok e he cannot re­ 
cover his breath quick enough for a 
second bound, and the herd passes 
from him in safety .

While the war was going on— 
as he afterward told mo—ho found it a 
desperate struggle to live for somo 
months, although, being a bachelor al­ 
way s, he had no one to provide for but 
himself. 
Indeed, he was only rescued 
from actual beggary by one of those 
accidents or special providences— call 
it what y ou will—which y ou would not 
bo able to guess in a thousand trials. 
The city was crowded with Federal 
soldiers, nearly all of Grant’s army 
being thore to be paid off. 
He said 
that on the morning after the first batch 
was paid off he rose very early , as was 
his habit, and w as sauntering down the 
main street, immediately after the 
dawn of day , without a cent in his 
pock et; lean, ragged, and hungry , and 
not k nowing how or where to get his 
next food. 
When in the neighborhood 
of the Pay master’s oiliee, and still 
nearer an all-night saloon, ho spied on 
the sidewalk a number of wads of green 
paper, which, on pick ing up, he found 
to be greenback s. 
That morning his 
treasure trove amounted to nearly $'100. 
This money , of course, had been 
dropped by tlie drunk en soldiers paid 
off the day before, while rowing and 
fighting among themselves the night 
before. 
Destitution was, of course, 
next to impossible, and, said Rock ett, 
under tho circumstances, hardly to be 
thought of by a Southerner; at any 
rate he confiscated it as contraband of 
war. 
From this time on to tho close 
of the war Rock ett said he lived lik e a 
fighting cock and dressed lik e Solomon 
in all his glory . 
The only toiling and 
spinning he did was to follow the ex­ 
ample of the early bird and give the 
main street and front sidewalk a close 
inspection before any one else was stir­ 
ring every morning after army pay ­ 
day . 
He rarely failed to pick up less 
than $100 and sometimes his findings

HISTORY OF THE FLAG. 


Bible Mention o f Danners and Knslg na. 
The ltornan Eag le—The Crusades. 
In tho Bible the mention tif banners, 
standards and ensigns is frequent. In the 
second chapter of Numbers and the w>c* 
ond verse: “ Every man of the children 
of Israel shall pitch by his own standard 
with the ensign of their father’s house.” 
And in the thirty-fourth verse: “ ,So they 
pitched by their standards, and so they 
set forward, every one after their fam­ 
ilies, according to tho house of their 
fathers.” 
And again, when the Israel­ 
ites are marching from Sinai to Paran: 
“ In the first place went the standard of 
the camp of the children of Judah, ac­ 
cording to their armies. ” There are other 
numerous instances, too numerous to 
quote, from Isaiah, Jerem iah and the 
Canticles. 
Among the Egyptians tho several com- 
panics carried standards, models of sa­ 
cred animals and emblems, and the king's 
name figured in some fashion on aboard; 
and tho Assyrians had much the same 
of which there are two noticed by Sir 
Henry Layard, ono of a man drawing 
bow and the other of two hulls running 
in opposite directions, supposed to Ik* the 
emblems of war and peace attached to 
Darius’ chariot. 
The Persians had an 
eagle fixed on a lance and a brazen sun 
on the general’s tent, on which the first 
rays of tho sun striking gave the signa 
for the march. 
The Greeks in the earlier 
times bore armor on a spear, and in 
later each city had its sacred emblem 
for Athens, the owl and the olive; for 
Corinth, the pegasus, and for Thebes, the 
sphinx, in memory of CEdipus; 
and, 
later still, as on the sea a red flag dis­ 
played is said to have been the flag of 
battle, so on shore the hoisting of 
a 
purple dress on a spear was the signal to 
tho Hellenes to advance and fight. 
It is 
very easy to 1*3 tiresome with a very little 
learning, and so we w ill leave Greece and 
the karlwirians, w ill omit mention of the 
arms of the seven against Thebes—to l>e 
found duly sot out in the play— w ill 
quote none of Hie references from Virgil, 
and come direct to the Romans and their 
signa m ilitaria. 
The manipulus in the early days of the 
republic carried hay on a pole, like a 
Breton peasant; then devices very various, 
among them the contorted serpent, the 
special ensign of the foreign auxiliaries. 
But it was not till after the time of Marius 
they displayed the eagle that in the great 
days of Rome was ever the sign of the 
legion. It was that the soldiers swore by; 
it was that when, as a last desperate re­ 
source, it was thrown into the ranks of 
the enemy, that they would follow aiul 
rescue or die. 
W e are told that 100 years after O s a r’s 
first attack on us, Aviragus, brother of 
Guiderus, king of South Britain, l>orc 
azure a cross pattee, fitched in the foot; 
and we know that once the Romans were 
withdrawn and the Saxons held rul 
each kingdom of the heptarchy was dis­ 
tinguished by a device, of which the white 
horse of Kent, liorue by Ilengist and 
llorsa on their shields, is a fam iliar ex­ 
ample. 
Then we have Egbert, with a 
cross patonce— that is, a cross fleurie, ex­ 
panded— to which his great grandson add­ 
ed four martlets (a beakless and footless 
bird of heraldry), and Edward the Con­ 
fessor a fifth; and that is the flag, that 
and the flag of St. Edmund— blue, with 
three gold crowns— under which the 
early English kings fought. 
Now, if at this time we glance abroad, 
it is certain we see Clovis I, king of the 
Franks, take the blue cape of Sr. Martin 
and hoist it its the royal banner; and for 
132 years the royal banner it remains, 
till 630, when the oriflamme, a red ilag 
with green fringe, sacred to the Abbey of 
St. Denis, was pulled up over it. 
The 
fleurs-de-lys, older as an emblem than the 
Trinity they are supposed to represent, 
were not peculiarly French or royal till 
the Twelfth century. 
To the Crusades it is clear that we must 
look for the first real dignity of the flag, 
Coeur de Lion's crusade in particular, fori 


he gave r!^' to more armorial I*-arings 
than have sprung from u iiyo ilu r single 
cause whatever, not even excepting the 
battle of Crecy. 
And not only are them 
more families bearing arms from merit 
achieved then, or assumed arms then, 
but families innumerable, on engaging in 
the war, changed the ir devices for others 
more suited to the solemnity of the oc­ 
casion, 
Now let us, having got so far, take the 
pren nf royal standard, or, more eor- 
rectly, Runner, first hoisted on the tower 
January 1. 1801, and consider how and 
of what it is comiKisfd, 
To describe it 
heraldically, it is “ Quarterly: first and 
fourth, gules, three lions passant gar- 
dant, in pale, or, for England; second, 
or, a lion rampant, 
gules, 
within a 
double treasure, liorv, counterfiory of tho 
last, for Scotland; third, azure, a harp, 
or, stringed argent, for Ireland,” 
The 
flag has k en produced, we are told, in 
considerable contempt of he raldic rules, 
hut assuredly, for all that, it excites no 
less obedience, enthusiasm and respect.— 
Corn hill Magazine.
